Norman (U.S. Patent No. 6,034,891), Sawada et al. (U.S. Patent 
No. 6,441,811), Green (U.S. Patent No. 6,032,241), and others, does not teach the 
claimed invention having a content addressable memory for making a comparison 
between input information and retrieval information, comprising a first shift circuit 
shifting; if necessary, each of at least one memory cell row to be accessed in a first 
direction during data reading and data writing; a second shift circuit shifting each of said 
at least one memory cell row shifted in said first direction by said first shift circuit in a 
second direction opposite to said first direction in data retrieving.
